HOW TO PLANT 
AND 
FEED A ROSE BUSH. 


We are asked right along for out ideas of 
Planting and Feeding Roses, also Rhodo- 
dendrons, Azaleas and other acid plants, 
The only sure way of knowing the value of 
such information is to “put it to work” for 
a few selected plants and determine results 
for yourself. 


ROSES (Already Planted) 


1—Love a friable, dampish (not wet) soil. 
Work into the soil 3” deep two (2) cup- 
fuls of finely powdered Tobacco Powder 
(page 11) all around the bush and 6” 
from it. Do this during April or May or 
when bud leaf first appears. Wet down. 


2—During early May (regardless of when 
the Tobacco Powder is applied) apply 
one (1) cupful of G&O ROSE FOOD 
to a 2 year and older bush, 6” from stalk 
and all around the bush in a circular 
trench 3” deep.
